In some cases 'whole families 
have gone fjK, one in'sfarre being th.3t of a 
fatl'icr, ir.otl-.cr, Aiul nine sons. The" father 
and four of the' sons were out of work when 
they joined, but'lhey. hop'e that in five years' 
time ihey will be farming their o.-.n lana ni 
the Dominion. .Many of the emigrants have 
a little capital, which ithcy inten-d inyesting 
ii'. agricuiturai pursuits. '1 he party includes 
mechanics, tradesmen, clerks, and general 
servants, but most Ijave more or Itss foliowed 
the pursuit of ag.icnlture, and jntiiid to settle 
on the iand." 

1"hc party has beeu in charge of Ccnimis- 
sioiier Eiija'h Cadman. A Labor ami Iiifdr.wi- 
rion ISureau on l^oard, under Major Morris, 
assisted by Adjt. Siu;s and Ciipi 1 lidge, lias 
allotted a place'to-every man who intends to 
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take a position, as well as given all the in- 
formation required.

TRAINED COLONISTS. 

Forty Qualified Agricuiturist-s on the 
Kensington. 

Among the Kensingiton's living freight are 
forty-one sturdy meri from the Hadleigh In- 
dustrial and Land Colony, _ 

These ATP. nicked Colonists, and this is the 
fitth party the Colony has sent to the fair 
Dominion. 

When it was announced at Hadlcigh that a 
narty would be sailing by the Kensington 
the mPTi were told that applications should be 
nir.dc to the Governor {r. writing. Eighty 
applications were received'. 

The men selected have bccnitrained atriad- 
leigh for life on the land, and most, if not all, 
have also stood well the test of the hard work 
On the sea-wall which is under construction. 

-Sof.-ie of iiicin cnme to the Colony two or 
three years ago ; others have not had more 
ihan sij: months there. 

About twenty of the number come from 
London. They were deserving, hard-working 
young fellows who had only just come iiito 
"the house," and such as the Guardians con- 
sidered ought to have a chance of beiuj^ 
trained for v/ork in a ucvv co,intry. ± uesc 
have, therefore, been kept at the Colony at 
the .Guai:dians' expense, and are being sent. to 
Canada by the same m°ans. 

Others came from the 'City Colony ; some 
were ^er.t by friends; and again, uiiiers were 
taken from the road in their fruitless search 
for emtjlovment. 

They al'l go to situations awaiting them in 
Canada. 

Among ithem is a young fellow who came to 
the Colony six months ago. He had previous- 
ly left his wife and children in his despairing 
effort's to find employment, l^ut they are to 
be reunited at Liverpool, and will together 
sail to their new home. This map is now a 
Salvationist. He has given genuine satisfac- 
tion in his work on the Colon)'. 

The .same thing may be said of the engineer 
who came to Hadleigh from the City Colony 
less than two years ago. 

One of the men has saved sufficient to pay 
his fare out. Several others have contributed 
towards their passages, but the Colony funds 

twenty of the men. This will not be regarded 
in any sense as a loan to the men ; so that 
thev wiJI commence work without the criisli- 
in;: burden of debt.
